PAW PAW BALL BATTERS, 


There was, sometime ago, a base bail 
clu b in Paw P,» w that the people of that 
v illage prou dly called the “ Inv incibles. 
They ask ed the Dix on clu b to ru n ov er 
and play a game with them. 
Ou r boy s 
went. 
They 
play ed. 
Tu e Inv incibles 
were Boat, 
of Oregon; Henning and 
Sou thard, of Steward; Wells, of Willow 
Creek ; Kennedy , of Lee; Morahn, Smith, 
Ilow htt and Edwards, “ju st ou r own 
boy s.“ 
They sent the Dix on team to bat 
first. 
In a short time they wished they 
hail nev er ask ed them to come ov er. 
Kelley made a base hit and stole second, 
See sc made a phantom hit, that is, was 
giv en a base on balls. 
Britnblecom came 
u p wHh a stick in his hand ftnd faced the 
heav y wind that was blowing sq u arely 
agu inst the batters. 
He hit the ball. 
Kelley came in. 
Seese trotted in after 
him and Brimblecom brou ght u p the rear 
while the ball was still in the field. 
The 
other boy s k ept u p their batting. 
The 
Paw Paws made q u ite a nu mber of bril­ 
liant errors, some of which were v ery 
scientifically finished. Bu t ou r boy s grew 
weary and q u it this innings with elev en 
ru ns to their credit. 
The game was won 
then, bu t the Inv incibles, probably for 
form’s sak e, wanted to pl» y R ou t. 
By 
the aid of a few hits and sev eral errors 
they gathered in nine ru ns in all. 
Bu t

Smith, whose u m ­

He gave some attention to Forak vr's claims 
of the ble;,sings of prohibition us given in his 
article in The Forum, an l made considerable 
ridicule oi several statem ents in that article. 
He next gave a summary of w hat had boon 
done by tho national adm inistration, such its 
recovering the lands which had been granted 
to railroad corporations ty tho Republican 
party, and stated that the Democratic p *rty 
had not granted a single aero of tho public 
domain to railroad cor]» orations, and had not 
extended or revived a single grant. 
He also 
gave the facts upon which ho based his claim 
that Cleveland’s adm inistration had done 
more for tho soldiers and their dependent 
relatives than any Republican adm inistration. 
He closed his speech w ith a tribute to Presi­ 
dent Cleveland and his work , and eluimed 
that tho party which 
hod done so well with 
national affairs was tho party to bo trusted 
with the administration of state affairs.

W hether the project would be satis­ 
factory to the Parnellites, the most of whom 
are com m itted to a policy of absolute control 
of purely Irish affairs, is not stated; but the 
probabilities are that they could easily

persuaded to be guided by the m axim that 
half a loaf is better than no bread, and ac­ 
cept the pope’s offices of mediation. 
The pro­ 
ject is understood to be the result of Mgr. 
Persico’s mission to Ireland, and if it should 
be carried out to successful issue would greatly 
strengthen the Vatican’s chances of restoring 
full diplomatic relations with England. 
If 
his holiness could thus finally relieve the gov­ 
ernment from the harassm ent of the Irish 
q uestion the privilege of sending a papal 
nuncio to London and receiving in return an 
Euglish ambassador at the Vatican would 
seem to be but small compensation for the 
service rendered.

Speaking generally o f th e tribes o f 
Asiatic Russia, it will be anticipated th at 
th ey differ widely fro m o ne ano th er in 
appearance. 
Wh en in th e bazars o f 
Turkistan, o ne meets with th e tall, mo d­ 
erately sto ut Tajik, with wh ite skin, 
abundant beard, lo ng, arch ed, and slen­ 
der no se, th in straigh t lijw, and gtxxl 
teeth , h is fo reh ead h igh and wide, arch ed, 
ample eyebro ws, in fact, o ne o f “ na­ 
ture’s gentlemen, ” wh o needs o nly Euro ­ 
pean educatio n to lift h im h igh in th e 
anth ro po lo gical scale. 
Ilia neigh bo r, th e 
Uzebeg, is less pleasing in apjjearance, 
h as a darker skin, and mo re o f th e “ani­ 
mal” abo ut h im. 
Passing to th e Kirgh ese, we h ave a 
type o f mankind still less pleasing in 
Euro jiean eyes th an eith er o f th e fo rego ­ 
ing. 
lie bears unmistakable traces o f 
liis Mo ngo lian nativity. 
Th e h ead, in­ 
deed, is no t very large, but th e ch eek 
bo ne* stand o ut, th o ugh no t sh arply as 
th o se o f th e Mo ngo ls generally. 
Th e 
skin is bro nzed and yello wish , th e co v­ 
ered parts, h o wever, being wh ite*, espe­ 
cially with th e wo men. 
Th e fo reh ead is 
lo w, flat and wide, and th e no se blunt 
and sh o rt. 
Th e mo uth , to o , is large and 
wide, th e lips nearly always th ick, and 
th e teeth large, but o f inco mparable 
wh iteness. 
Th e aspect o f th e face as a 
wh o le is wide, flat and angular, wh ilst 
th e ears are always large and standing 
o ut. 
Th e bo dy is vigo ro us, h ands and 
feet small, calf almo st no ne, and th e 
legs curved th ro ugh co ntinual riding. 
Th e i>o o rer specimens of h umanity, 
h o wever, in Asiatic Russia are to be fo und 
o n th e Tundra rath er th an in th e Steppe. 
Wh en steaming o n th e Obi I was struck 
with th e diminutive stature o f th e Ost- 
jaks, th eir dark h air and eyes, and flat 
features. 
Th is flatness o f features was 
quite o utdo ne wh en furth er east, I came 
to th e Buriats, wh o h ave large skulls, 
square faces, and lo w and flat fo reh eads. 
Th eir ch eek Ikh h ís an* no t o nly h igh , but 
wide apart, th e no se flat, eyes elo ngated, 
and th e skin swarth y and yello wish . But 
o f all th e types o f th e h uman race I met 
in Siberia th ere were no ne tlut struc k 
me as so lo w as th e trilies o f th e lo wer 
Amur, especially th e Go ldi and th e Gil- 
yak» . 
Th e ph ysio gno my o f th e Go ldi is dis­ 
tinctly Mo ngo lian. 
So me o f th e men 
wear felt h ats purch ased fro m th e Ch i­ 
nese, but th e wo men fo r th e mo st 
part 
keep to th e h igh co nical h at, wo rn also 
by th e Yakutes. 
Th e o uter garment o í 
man and wo man is alike in fo rm, save 
th at o n th e skirt o f th e wo man at the* 
bo tto m is a ro w o f co ins o r butto ns. 
Th ey make th eir baskets o f birch tree 
bark, and imitate so me o f th e custo ms 
o f th e neigh bo ring Manch u, amo ngst 
o th ers th at o f sh aving o ff th e h air, with 
th e exceptio n o f a tail wh ich th ey wear 
o n th e to p o f th e h ead. 
In fact, tiiey re­ 
semble, if Hie expressio n may be allo wed, 
debased Ch inese, and so to so me extent 
th e “Celestials” regard th em. 
Th e Gilyaks lank several degrees lo w­ 
er in th e scale o f beauty, o r rath er th e 
lack o f it. 
Th ey are diminutive, usually 
belo w rath er th an abo ve five feet, th eir 
eyes are elo ngated, th e skin tawny, and 
th e h air black. 
Th ey h ave no t th e o pen 
and clear ph ysio gno my of th e majo rity 
o f th e Tunguses, and th eir little eyes 
sparkle with a dull brilliance, to wh ich 


must V added fliey h ave squal no ses, 
th iek lijvc and pro minent ch eek bo nes,—

NEW USES FOR WIRE CLOTH. 


H ow I t 1« T a k in g th e F la re of O th et 
M a teria l In a N u m b er of T hing s. 
Wire clo th is an article wh ich h as but 
recently l» een bro ugh t into general use. 
Fo r a lo ng time its h igh co st precluded 
its use fo r a lm o st cvery purpo se but fo r 
articles with at least so me claims to l» e- 
ing o rnamental. 
Th e windo w and do o r 
screens o f fo rmer days were usually 
made o f co tto n netting, dyed in fancy 
co lo rs, and warranted no t to last mo re 
th an o ne seaso n, even with th e utmo st 
care. 
Th e few wire screens th at were 
used wo re articles o f such luxury th at 
th ey generally lio re a printed landscape 
o r o th er picto rial representatio n to indi­ 
cate mo re strikingly th eir aristo cratic 
ch aracter. 
Th e h o usekeeper wh o wo uld 
h ave inserted Huch screens in every win­ 
do w o f h er dwelling wo uld h ave been an 
o bject o f wo nder to an entire co mmu­ 
nity 
fo r 
h er co lo ssal 
extravagance. 
Co arsely wo ven wire clo th was th en used 
fo r a few purpo ses, principally fo r sieves 
and cellar windo w guards, but th e to tal 
quantity so used in a year in ^iie entire 
co untry was insignificant. 
No w, h o wever, th e wire clo th industry, 
including th e 
manufacture 
o f largo 
mesh ed netting, is a very imi>o rtant ad­ 
junct o f th e wire trade, eno rmo us quan­ 
tities o f such go o ds lieing made annually 
in quite a co nsiderable number o f facto ­ 
ries. 
Th e increased use o f wire clo th and 
its gradual reductio n in price h ave go ne 
h and in h and, every year seeing mo re and 
mo re dwellings furnish ed with screens 
fo r windo ws’and do o rs, no t o nly in nius* 
quito ridden districts, but in lo calities 
wh o se greatest insect i*‘st is th e o rdinary 
h o use fly. 
Th eir general intro ductio n 
h as also l>eo n greatly facilitated by th e 
effo rts o f ingenio us and wideawake man­ 
ufacturers to pro vide th e means o f making 
th e frames at lo w co st and with a mini­ 
mum o f mech anical skill. 
Fro m all 
th ese causes, and no t because flies and 
musquito GH are greater pests th an ever 
befo re, th e present seaso n h as witnessed 
th e iiuist active demand fo r wire clo th 
ever kno wn. 
Th e use o f wire clo th is also extending 
in many o th er directio ns, as peo ple gro w 
familiar with and no te its adaptability. 
Th resh yig mach ine sieves were fo rmerly 
made o f jierfo rated metal, but large 
mesh ed wire clo th is rapidly taking 
its place, liecause th e grain can fall 
th ro ugh th e mesh es o f th e clo th mo re 
easily th an th ro ugh th e perfo rated plate 
with its h o les necessarily so me distance 
apart. 
Co rn cribs are being built with 
sides and 1 Hit to m made o f h eavy wire 
clo th , wh ich pro ves to be especially well 
fitted fo r th is purpo se, as th e air passes 
th ro ugh so easily and rats canno t gnaw it. 
A numl>er o f such instances migh t be 
given to sh o w th e widespread use o f wire 
clo th , but It is unnecessary. 
Two rath er 
strange means o f utilizing it will end o ur 
illustratio n. 
One o f th ese is th e prepara­ 
tio n o f surgical bandages. 
It lias been 
fo und th at fo r th is purpo se wire clo th 
h as special merit. 
It is stiff, o bviating 
th e use* o f splints. 
It is o pen, ventilating 
inflamed parts and allying irritatio n, and 
it can Ik* co nfo rmed to any special sh ape 
with little difficulty. 
Th e o th er meth o d 
o f using wire clo th is in th e manufacture 
o f co ffins. 
A Ch icago co flinmaker uses 
wire clo th as tlie bo dy o f h is caskets, fill­ 
ing in a cement wh ich rapidly h ardens 
and fo rms an almo st indestructible ro - 
ceptaclo fo r th e dead, wh ile it effectually 
co vers and co nceals fro m view th e ma­ 
terial wh ich h o lds it in place.—Iro n Age. 


A dv ice to th e N ew R eporter. 
Po sitively th e first th ing to acco mplish 
in th e study o f descriptive style is th e 
co mplete eliminatio n o f th e writer’s in­ 
dividuality. 
W ith th e first instructio ns 
o f th e city edito r to th e new man: “ Write 
yo ur co py o n o ne side o f th e sh eet o nly, ” 
co mes th is pro h ibitio n; “ On no acco unt

Th at is th e terse

inate yo nr individuality,” and it may 
seem fo r a mo ment o s if it were alto ­ 
geth er unnecessary th at I sh o uld call at­ 
tentio n to it. 
But th e avo idance o f th e 
first perso n in narratio n is th e sligh test 
step to ward 
suppressing o ne’s perso n­ 
ality. 
We must prevent o ur views fro m find­ 
ing expressio n, o r fro m co lo ring o ur 
wo rk. 
Th at th is is no easy task we all 
kno w, and th at few succeed in acco m­ 
plish ing it, Is made evident by th e re­ 
mark made to me no t lo ng ago by a 
well kno wn and successful jo urnalist o f 
New Yo rk: “ Th ere is no t o ne newspaper 
man in a h undred wh o can do real de­ 
scriptive wo rk.” 
Th is was a candid, de­ 
liberate judgment based o n twenty years’ 
experience. 
It is essential, th en, to th e 
unmo ved 
o bserver o f 
events, 
never 
to Ik* a participant in th em; to see 
th ings exactly as th ey are with o ut re­ 
gañ í to po ssible mo tives wh ich may h ave 
pro duced th em. 
It is no t o ur business 
to deal with mo tives, but rath er to pre­ 
sent men's acts, gestures, dress, appear­ 
ance, so graph ically th at th e reader will 
lx* incited to supply such mo tive as may 
suit h is o wn bias.— F. 11. Burto n in Th e 
W riter.

Th e h igh co l­ 
lared yo uth to y with brandy o ne year 
and get fuddled o n gin th e next. 
One 
winter everybo dy sips rum punch and 
th e next day th ey Like th eir wh isky 
plain. 
So in smo king. 
It used to be a 
cigar, th en came tin* deadly cigarette, 
and no w* pipes are th e co rrect tiling. 
I 
canno t bring myself to believe th at yo ur 
true pipe smo ker wo uld ever to uch a 
cigarette, except in anger. 
No r do I be­ 
lieve th at h e wo uld smo ke a pipe o n th e 
public pave. 
A pipe is syno nymo us with 
privacy, and th e sacred rites are no t fo r 
pro fane eyes. 
Let us co nsider jo kes and funny say­ 
ings. W h at can so und mo re inane th an 
“ Sh o o fly, do n’t bo dder me!” Po sitively 
nauseating; yet we all used to grin, gig­ 
gle and ro ar abo ut twenty years ago o ver 
th e saying.
